MATTEIl.S OV IIYGI]<]NE. 

Dealing With Infectious Disease— The Water 
Supply of Cities— Late Discoveries 
Reearding Typhoid Bacillus. 

Buffalo, Sept. 17. — This has been a 
busy day for the delegates to the conven- 
tion of the American Public Health 
Associatiou, three sessions being held. 
Sev^ jfl l resolution were read by Secre- 
tary Watson. Amon^ them was 
one offered by President Liceage, 
recommending the appointment of 
a committee of five to study infectious 
dieeases and determine when they are 
transmissible. Another resolution call- 
iii(; lor a cominittee of live to effect a 
national arraii;;enient to prevent the 
tranBiiiission of infection.^ diseases was 
adopted, as also one recoinmenilini; the 
change of the ottice of health ollicer 
from elective to ajjpointive, thus taking 
it nut of politics. 

Two of the disciuisitionH presented to- 
day had reference to the preservation of 
the water supply in cities. .Surgeon 
.Smart, of the United States army, and 
Dr. I'eter II. Hryce, of Toronto, pre- 
sented them. Dr. liryce said that the 
ri'ady solving of tlie problem of how to 
keep refuse and garbage from being 
dumped into public waters ia by con- 
certed action between the governments 
of the United States and Canada similar 
to that employed in Behring sea. 

A very interostint; talk was iiiven by 
Dr. .lohnson, of iMontreal, a bacderiolo- 
gist to the tjuehi'c Ijoard of health. He 
otillined the rrccnt original invesliga- 
tioiiH regarding the typhoid baccilus and 
the methods of obtaining serum. 

The next session of the association 
will be held in Toronto. 



LcJDON^Sept. 17— The foreign oflice has 
givenout the following aeini-ofhcial note : 
" The outburst of the cmitinental jiress 
against tlreat Britain, which is accuse 
of sellisli designs in the East, has ai 
tonished official circles. Nothing that ia 
being done or contemplated by the gov 
eminent could give the slightest col- 
or to such assertions. Tlie .ji iinient 
cannot hold itK(df responsible for 
the natural horror iiisjiired in the mind 
of the piildic by the atrocities in (Jon 
Htantinople. TIk^ (lolicy of Great Jh-itaiii 
has, however, iimleigone no change 
whatever, and the government is acting 
in complete accord with the other 
powers, as it has hitherto done. Never 
Iheleas, it is becoming obvious that the 
public feeling in (Ireat Britain has been 
BO Burchargeil by tho shocking events in 
Constantinople that tho government 
would never be Bup])orteil in again sill- 
ing with the Porte. If the powers can- 
not see their way to adopt means to co- 
o(iorate lo entl tlie carnage the only 
course open to Great Britain is to stand 
aside and to liojie for a more satisfactory 
state of all'airs." 

The St. .lames Gazette jniblislies a 
s[iecial dispatch from VV'aslnngton in 
which it is asserted that President 
Cleveland is determined that tho United 
States warship Bancroft, now on her 
way to Turkish waters, shall enter the 
liosphoriifl. The government at Waah- 
intjton, the dispatch aaya, ia fully 
informed of the the plans of 
Lord Salisbury, and if the ships of 
the British fleet force the Straits of the 
Dardanellea, the American warships will 
follow and 'preserve order without en- 
gaging the Turkish forts. 

Several of tho lending provincial 
papers, including the Leeds Mercury, 
ijiberal, and the Yorkshire Po.^t, Con- 
servative, concur in tlie view that the 
joint action of the British and Aiiu.'rican 
warships at Constantiiioide would be 
a magnificent and efi'ective co-operation. 

More conllicts are reported to have oc- 
curred between Turkish troojjs and in- 
Hurgents in Jlacedonia. News has been 
received at Athens that 100 insurgents 
have boleagured the convent of St. 
Deuys, near Carva.

CONSTAMTINOPliE EXCITED. 

The Young Turkey Party Inciting the Peo- 
ple to Dethrone the Sultan. 

Xi-:w Yiiuic, Sejit. 17. — A dispatch to 
the Herald from London says; The 
Standard i)uhlislies a«lia])atch from Con- 
stantinople that the young Turkey party 
is covering the city with placards incit- 
ing the people to dethrone the Sultan. 
Serious trouble, it ia added, is certain to 
occur within a week. Turkish troops 
are nightly deporting Armenians to the 
lilack sea, where, it is believed, they are 
drowned. Tho British residents, at the 
instance of tho British einbassy, have 
telegrai)lied to Lord Salisbury, stating 
that thidr lives and property are in dan- 
ger. The I''rench reaiilents have taken 
similar action. British and French 
fleets are now near the mouth of tho 
Dardanelles. Fnad I'asha, one of the 
Sultan's aide tie ('amps, ^yas questioned 
as to how long tho forts nlong tho Dar- 
danellea could check the oa.'Hiiuo of the 
warabipa, and he replied tliai they could 
stop them in almost half an hour. 



JIARCHING TO DONGOLA. 

Advance of the Anglo-ERyptiun Expedition— 
The Dervishes CoiicentratinK, 

Baiua-on-thr Nile, Sept. 17. — The 
expedition of Anglo-Egyptian troops, 
numbering ahout 15,000 men under tho 
Sirdar, General Sir Herbert Kitchener, 
arrived here to-day from Feroig, after a 
wearisome marcla of eight miles 
over a very bad country. Intense 
heat prevailed, but the troops are all in 
firat-clasa condition. The present stop- 
ping ]dace ia only fifteen miles from 
Kornia, where the dervishes are known 
to be concentratine a strong force of cav- 
alry nntl infantry. The Hcoiits, however, 
have not sighted any dervishiis to-day, 
although tlioy -.vere imshed forward a 
considerablo distance. A further ad- 
vance will be made to-morrow. 



EXTENSIVE MININti DEAL, 

Valuable Properties in the Ciriboo Country 
Change Hands. 

Skatti.k, Sept. 17. — The largest trans- 
fer of mining projjorty executed in this 
city was coiiBiiinmated when Col. Charles 
F. Fishbuck deeded to tlie British North- 
west Gold Mining Company for an ex- 
pressed consideration of $0,000,000, ex- 
tensive milling concessions in the Cari- 
boo district in Brithsh Columbia. The 
properties embraced in the deed are said 
to be those of the Maud Hydraulic Gold 
Mining Company, consisting of ,^70 
acres, and the property of the 
CJuesnelle Gold Mining syndi- 
cate, consisting of twenty miles of 
the iiuiin (^uesnelle river. The presi- 
dent of tho purchasing company is ,1. 
iMlward Addicks, of Delaware, while 
George A. Kelly and Edward F. Gaynor, 
of New York, respectively^ secretary anil 
treasurer of the corporation, are report- 
ed to represent George Gould's interests. 
The two last named were members of a 
p;trt3' that recently made an extensive 
examination into the property, and on 
their return to this city closed up tho 
deal. 



UNITED REPUBLICS. 

Hondmras, Nicaragua and San Salvador 
Likely to Unite Their Bestinies. 

New York. Sept. 17. — A dispatch to 
the Herald from Panama says; Central 
American residents on tho Isthmus cele- 
brated the 75th anniversary of inde- 
pendence from Spanish rule yesterday. 

The delegates appointed by San Salva- 
dor, Honduras and Nicaragua met at 
Amapala to ratify the treaty of Amapala 
made some months ago by Presidents 
Gutierrez, Bonilla and Zeliaya at that 
port. The object of tho treaty is a union 
of tho three republics into one, to be 
called Republica Major de Central Am- 
erica. Costa liica and Guatemala re- 
fused to enter the union. 

The Herald's correapondent in Mana- 
gua telegraphs that the constitutional 
assembly has nominated Preaident Zel- 
iaya as a candidate for tho preaidential 
term from 1895 to 1902. 

The Herald's correspondent in Guay- 
aquil! savH that Alfaro has promulgated 
a dfcreu Convoking a convention to meet 
on November 9.

THE KAISER AND CZAR. 

Opinion of the "Times" on the Declarations 
of the Two Monarchs. 



l.o.vDoN, Sept. 17. — The Times prints a 
special artielu this morning on the re 
cent meeting of the Emperor of Ger- 
many and the Czar of Russia, of which 
the following is a part: "The inter- 
views between the Emporer and Czar 
at Gorlitz consisted of two long 
talks. The Emperor William was ef- 
fusively amiable and talkative, and 
even rhetorical, while tlie Czar 
was reticent, brief and cautions. 
The ICniporor William declared that the 
KuHso-Frencn entente caused him eatis- 
facttion rather than anxiety, beeanso be 
rejzarded it as a guarantee of peace. 

The Liennim Miiiperor said- "The 
Fremdi nation does not wish war, but 
when those at the bead of iiHaiiH desire 
it Ibe naiion is V(.'ry liable to let its-elf bo 
carried away. At jiresent, howevtu", 
France would not enter uponaszreat war 
without your co-operation, and f have 
comjjletc conlidence in your Iradilioiuil 
wisdom and liriiiness. I know you will 
not inaki^ war in order to t;ivi' France 
the satisfaction of revenge, just as 1 and 
iny allies will do nothing to furnish a 
I)retext. I may say even more. I am 
glad of your intimacy with France, be- 
cause that intimacy will suffice to bold 
in check the reTOlutionary spirit by 
which it is agitated and will help to (iylit 
and (rrusli it. 

" In Ku!-sia you have nihilism, the 
fijiii it of coiiEjiiracy, the spirit of dark- 
iiefH. In Ciermany we have scientilic 
socialism , the spirit of doBtructioii, dis- 
guised under tho mask of hypocritical 
scientilic formulas — a spirit which is 
very dani.'erous in a people which de- 
li^^bts in obscure philosophical concep- 
tions, and whiirli iiiiai^iiies it understands 
what is oliscure. In F'ranco what dom 
inates is tho tliiist for overthrowini; the 
e.Kisting order of things — tiio desire of 
novelty which takes jjossossion of over- 
rich and comfortable people when they 
time lie heavily on their hands. 

" We ought to act as the guardians of 
the order and the protectors of the peace 
of the world. It is a most urgent ques- 
tion. It is the salvation of all, and if 
we inarch forward to;_rotlior, if we unite 
in order to-day tfi combat the enemy of 
G<id anil kiiifis, we shall ho rewarded by 
the gratitude of tho peojilo of the workl 
and of history.' " 

With roL'ard to the C/.ar's reply, 
there are two rejiorl s current, .\ccoril- 
in<.: to one, (Jzar Nichohis shocjk lOiiipiiror 
William wurinly by tho hand ami said; 
' I am absohitely in airreenienl with you, 
and am ready to join in a work which is 
'u I worthy of our united ellbrts.' 



A.ccording to another report, the 
Czar seemed not altogether at ease when 
the Emperor was speaking of France, 
and on bearing the peroration he ex- 
[ire.ssed merely in vague terms his paci- 
lic intentions. Tho latter version seems 
the more jjrobable and more in harmony 
with the character of Nicholas. How- 
ever, there is no doubt that Emperor 
William subsequently ileclared himself 
satisfied with tho rei)ly.

Without a Hitch.

Wkli.i.soto.n, Sept. 17.— (Special)— 
Wellington District Agricultural and 
Industrial Society lield tlieir second an- 
nual show here yesterdiiy, when the ef- 
forts of tlie societN- fur the BeuHon were 
sliown to have liad a f^eneially aatisfae- 
tory oiilcoiiie. TIr; president of the or- 
ganization is Kev. C. K. Cooj)er, M.A.; 
the treasurer Mr, Thos. E. Bate, and 
the secretary Capt. H. A. Dillon, and 
associated with them were an enthusi- 
astic eoinmittee representing the several 
interests wliich it is the aim of tlie soci- 
ety to encourage. The show was on the 
grounds at the rear of the rectory, kind- 
ly given free of cliarfje l)y the president, 
to wliose enterprise tiie society owes its 
birtli and steady proj^rets.

RECrPROCrrV-WH AT KIND! 

The Leader of the Government litis, 
we see, announced that 80me time after 
the Presidential election he will Bend 
commissioners to Washington to iiegoti 
ate a reciprocity treaty. There ctin be 
no doubt that if reciprocity can ho ob 
tained on fair terms it will lie an advan- 
tage to the people of this Doiiiinion 
but Mr. Laui-ier must have changed liia 
views on this matter of reciprocity 
very materially before he can negotiate 
a reciprocity treaty which will be 
ceptable to the people of this Dominion. 
Not very lonir a^o Mr. Laurier and somo 
of his present colleagues in tiie (iovern- 
ment declared theni.selveH ilcHi:-on= td 
obtain commercial union with tlie 
' United States. As this meant not 
only the adoption of the McKinley 
tarifT by Canada but also discrimination 
in trade against Great Britain, 
the people of Canada .soon let Mr. Lau 
rier kno.v that tl)ey were not favorable 
to the liind of recijirocity with tbe lliii 
tci! State.'- wliich he advocated. l<"in(lini; 
that the people of the Dominion diil not 
approve of Commercial Union the 
Leader of the Liberals changed the name 
of his Kcbemeand call'jd it ''unrestricted 
reciprocity." .Vh this kind of recipro- 
city airo implied discrimination ui^ainst 
(ireat Ihitain and was, nioreovi'r, as th' 
Ifun. Kdward Blake declared, nothing 
more than a preliuiinary to annexation 
the people of the Dominion rejected it 
If Mr. Biaive's letter had been published 
before the election instead of after it, the 
'Liberal party would, we verily believe, 
liave been swept out of existence. 

Mr, Laurier's ideas of reciprocity, so 
far, have not been acceptable to the 
ppojjle of Caiuida. Mas lie said or done 
anything since ISDl' to lead thi' people 
of this Dominion to belii>ve that 
he has changed his mind as to 
the sort of reciprocity he would like to 
see estaljlished between Canada and the 
United States? We do not think hi! 
has. If the commissioners which lie 
proi)oses to send to WashinL'ton are em- 
powered to negotiate for either Com- 
mercial Union or Unrestricted Recip- 
rocity they might as well be authorized 
openly to negotiate for political union 
with the United States, because those 
echenres are, as Mr. Blake declared, 
nothing more nor less than the prelimin- 
ary steps to annexation. 

The )icopli; of Canada, too, have Ihii 
best reason for knowing that there is a 
large party in the United States which 
is determined lhat the price which Can- 
ada must jiay for reciprocity in trade 
with their country is aiine.\atioii,oras it 
was put liy theNew York Sun, " Political 
Union." It is necessary that the peo- 
ple of Canada should keep these things 
in mind, for it is well known that there 
are men in this country and in tbe 
United States who are determined that 
Canada shall become, by hook or by 
crook, an integral part of the United 
States. It is necessary that the Coin- 
niissioners shall be men of undoubted 
loyalty. Not one of the men who have 
been coquetting with the Unitetl Stat«a, 
who have been xiving American poli- 
ticians pointers as to how Canada can 
be boat brought to accept annexation as 
the price o£ trade privileges, ehould bo 
allowed to have anything whatever to 
do with trade negotiations with the 
United States. It will not do for Cana- 
dians to be too confiding in this matter. 
If reciprocity can be had without under- 
mining the loyalty of the people of Ca- 
uacla and treating our Mother Country 
with iiifj.U8tj(>e ^aitd ingratitude, let us 
Jiave it by ail meana. 



SPINNING IT OUT. 

Tlie present session 'of the House of 
GommonB opened on the 19th of. August. 
The thirtieth day bf the session is the 

ISth of September — to-daj' and there is 
no sign of its closing. If Parliament sits 
more than tliirty days its menibera will 
be entitled to the full sessional allow- 
ance. We were told tliat, in order to 
save the people's money, the abort ses- 
sion would not exceed thirty days. Wo 
have not seen that the Government have 
been very eager to got through busiuoas 
intho shortest time possible. They and 
their supporters have taken things easy. 
\ prominent supporter of the t_ioverii- 
ment, Mr. Lister, a few days ago laid 
himself open to the charge of r.iisiiig a 
row in the Commons for the express 
purpose of spinning out the time. lie, 
when there was no necessity in the 
world for it, fuMCely attacked the Leader 
o! the Opposition, accusing iiim of pock- 
etinir a commission on a Government 
loan, and he something more than in- 
sinuated that the Hon. Mr. Foster had | 
in some way profited by that or some , 
other transaction. 

It can easily be understood that neither 
Sir t^liarles Tupper nor Mr. I'oster could 
or would allow such accusations to lie 
made without callini; upon their accuser 
to prove his charges. This they did in a 
way that Mr. Lister will not forget in a 
hurry. }'n_M)fo( the charges or a retrac- 
tion was demanded. When proof was 
not forthcoming and when .Mr. Lister re- 
luseil to retract, the assail.uit of tlio 
Leader of the Opposition and Mr. Foster 
was shown in the plainest way tlie con- 
temptible position heoccui)ied; and it 
must be admitted that tbe uiau who, 
under the shelter of his privileges as a 
member of Parliament, makes clnirges 
that he (b^.re not repeat out- 
side the purlieus of tbe Farlia- 
ment building, is in a position which 
uo honorable or manly man would care 
to occupy, Mr. Lister was challenged 
and defied to repeat outside the House 
wdiat he had so loudly said inside the 
Chamber of the House of Commons, 
but he did not accept tl>.e challenge. lie 
knew that if he did so he would be com- 
pelled to prove tbe trutli of his accusa- 
tions in a court of law, or pay heavy 
damages for having slandered and cal- 
umniated innocent men. But Mr. Lis- 
ter is not the man to run a risk of that 
kind. He chose, rather, to repeat his 
accusations where it was safe to do so, 
and stood a self-convicted slanderer 
wlien ho declined tlie challenge of tlie 
men whom he had vililied. 

Of course time was wasted in prefer- 
ing the charges and consumed by the 
men accused in defending themselves. 
Rut the economists of the Government 
did not appear lo regard the waste of 
time as at ;ill blameworthy, and no 
doni)t a good many of the rank and file 
were sorry that the disturbance had not 
lasted longer. 

We will, no doubt, by and l)y see the 
Ojjposition reproached for wasting the 
time of the House for the express pur- 
pose of making the session exceed the 
thirty days' limit. Tlieorgans of theOov- 
eriinient have, in fact, begun to do ho al- 
ready. Hill they must show that the 
tiovernment and its sujiportera have 
done their best to get the business done 
within tlie thirty days before their ac- 
cusation will have the appearance of 
plausibilily. 



HOW NOT TO DO IT. 

The Times seems to think it under- 
stands everything ami with it knowledge 
will die out of the world. We criticized 
the plan of llie sewage committee of the 
council, by which they meant to extri- 
cate themselves from a piece of the most 
Htujiid blundering which a municipal 
body ever committed, and the Times, in 
its wisdom, thinks we assume to be 
engineers. The facts are, a sewage coni- 
miltee allowed some wealthy cili/.ens 
and (iovernment House!, lo drain 
tlieir (doselH on to Belclier street at a 
place rii;iit at a gentleman's front door. 
The drain was continued from there in a 
pipe down Charles street some distance, 
and then the sewage flowed out on to the 
open street. 

This was complainetl of and the 
committee ordered the nuisance to be 
discontinued. Thi! persons causing lhat 
nuisance, including the provincial g^ 
eminent, wanl(!d the city to drain the 
locality pi'operly. The city was too ])oor, 
but they would join the private owners 
and the provincial government. Then a 
wonilerfiil scheme wan prepared. For 
tli(! sake of some if'MO, to be obtained 
from one estate, they were to carry the 
sewer down to the sea by Charles street. 
That is to say, to obtain $200 from an 
estate, they were to carry their sewer 
down a long uninhabited street at a cost 
of $2,000 to .i!;i,O0O, and in doing so they 
were to make a botch of the sewerage 
syalem of the city, already set out on a 
comprehensive jdan. They were to 
create a nuisance of the same 
nature aa we bad in the John- 
son street ravine, though at 
present on a smaller scale. They were 
to leave the sewage at a place where 
there is no sweep of the tide to clear it 
avray, and where it must be a source of 
danger to the health of the citizens. And 
for what? The Times thinkt there is no 
fail from Richardson street to Cook 
street. The last drain they have to do

repute. Why then go to expense to in- 
terfere ivith this general scheme in order 
to save the Provincial Government, or 
iinyone else, a few cents. 

A COSTLY AGITATION. 

The agitation that is now going on in 
the United States is coating the people, 

directly and indirectly, a very great 
deal. In.round llgures the New York 
Herald estimates lliat over $10,000,000 
per week is the price the country piiya 
because of the demands of the men who 
champion the 50-cent dollar. It is ditii- 
cult to believe this, but it will have to 
bo admitted that the feeling of insecurity 
which the agitation of free coinage has 
engendered has done immense harm to 
business. The New Vijrk Commercial 
Adverti.ser, eommenling on the coat of 
tbe agitation, says : 

Never before has an idle theory coat so 
I much to exploit. This can be seen in 
I every direction. Unfortunately for 
capitalists as well as workinginon, busi- 
ness is stagnant, failures are iiu^reasiiig, 
imports are ol small ai^conut, lianks and 
bankers ai'c carefully giuinliiig their 
various resources, iii!w iiusijiess projects 
are not di.^cussed, old business eiiter- 
j)rise8 are abaudoncd, values have been 
wiped oul and ricn and pool alike feel 
now in some degree t he awful effects of 
the free silver discussion. 

During the first six months of ISOti we 
are told there were nearly 8,000 failures 
I in the country, the largest number in 
I any six nionihs since the recortfs have 
' been compiled. " Over .$100,000,000 are 
i involved in these failures, whicii is 15 
I per cent, heavier than for tbe same iie- 
riod of ISllo ; Ul Jier cent, heavier tliaii in 
'94; 2'.2 per cent, more than in 'iKi; and 
42 per cent, greater than in '92." 

The Presidential campaign is very ex- 
pensive at the best of times. It has been 
found that a great many people cannot 
I do their ordinary bunini'ss and attend lo 
I electioneering at the same time. Con- 
I setjuenlly the Ihesideiitial year is a bad 
' year for business, even wdien the issue 
does not appear lo have a special 
I bearing on the currency of the 
country and, by conseriuence, its trade 
and commerce; it therefore can be 
. understood tbatan issue like the present, 
which, to a greater or less degree, all'ecta 
^ the income and theexiiemliture of every 
niun and woman in the country who has 
money to spend must have a serious 
effect on the business of every settle- 
ment, village, town, city and stale in 
I the Union. Never before was an elec- 
I tion issue so generally anil so earnestly 
^ discussed. The reason of this is plain, 
. tbe issue allecla every one and every one 
knows it. It is no wonder that nothing 
is talked of in the States but silver, and 
j it is no wonder that the agitation seri- 
ously and prejudicially alTects business, 
j The Commercial Advertiser takes 
some comfort out of this unpleasant 
and very expensive agitation. Ilsaya: 
j Wbilc the cost of the agitatifin i-eacbea 
' stupendous liuiures, the money will not 
\ have been wasted if ilryan shall lie 
crushed at the polls, and we shall estab- 
. lisii a neiv era of credit and prospcrilv 
with the election of .McKinlev. The 
L'iiitt!il Slates is a glori(jus nation. It 
has had many setbacks. It lias sufferecl 
again and again be(!au8e of bail politics 
and poor leadership. It can wilhstand 
even another shock, for all the people 
are greater than any jiarty. The free 
silver agitators have done theif very 
worst. After election day we expect to 
see the mdls opened, the looms busy, 
the factories in full blast, new ente'i- 
prises inaugurated, old businesses re- 
I vived ; in lad, prosperity for all, with 
good wages for evi!ry worker, and a new 
career for llu! republican jiarty. 
j This is very encouraging lo thoHC wiio 
' boliitve that tbe election will ri'sult in a 
j vi(!lory ior sound money, but at the 
present moment this is very far indeed

—Tynan Claims to Be a 
U. S. Citizeu. 



HisBeeord Since He Crossed tlie At- 
lantic— Coiiceriiiiij^ the Dyim- 
mite i'niiiiiiriLiuhi. 



London, Sept. 17.— Edward Bell, tlie 
alleged Irish dynamiter, was arraigned 
in Bow street police court tliia morning. 
He ia described as Edward Bell, alias 
Edward J. Ivory, an American, and a 
hotel keeper at 211 Lexington avenue, 
New York. He is accufeed of conspiring 
with others to cause an explosion in the 
United Kingdom. After the formal evi- 
dence of his arrest had been given by the 
police he was remanded for a week and 
removed to Ilolloway jail. 

The Daily News, in an editorial, 
tliinks that there is evidence in what 
the Scotland Yard detectives have found 
out ot traces of a serious conspiracy, not 
acainat tlie tiueen, but posail)ly against 
the Czar, and certainly against the peace 
and safety of the realm. The Daily 
News thinks this evidence ia cuncluaive, 
and eaya : "We owe a great national 
deliverance to the energies of the de- 
tectives." 

The Daily News dispatcli from Bou- 
logne says : " The warrant for Tynan's 
arrest niu.-t pass through diplomatic 
channels before it is valid. As the pri- 
soner is belli adniinistrativeb' by the 
French government, it alone can decide 
the question of extradition, and not the 
tribunals." 

The Paris correspondent of the Daily 
News says: "The sweeping denial of 
the French press that Tynan's plots were 
directed against the Czar bodes ill for 
his extradition. The present govern- 
ment certainly has not worked theln- 
vincibles, as the Duclerc and Ferry 
cabinets certainly worked them for an 
end connected with Kgypt and the Sou- 
dan. There is no doubt that a confeder- 
ate of Parnell was sent on a mission to 
the Mahdi, -who received him while 
General Gordon was besieged in Khar- 
toum. Still tlio feeling of the govern- 
ment is likely to be the sa'.no as under 
Grevy and Carnot, and, unless the Czar 
objects, they may be disposed to regard 
Tynan's oCfence as political. Tynan was 
allowed to pose before the prosecutor 
to-day as a high-sonled patriot, innocent 
of the Phiunix Park murders. There 
was an evident desire to make hiui out a 
mistaken patriot. As Poland, however, 
is in the same case to French eyes as 
Ireland, it raay not do to harp too mucli 
upon the patriotic chord upon the eve 
of the Czar's visit." 

The Daily News also has a dispatcli 
from Berlin, wliicli says the pai)ers there 
laud the vigilance of the British police, 
and exnress the hope that the French 
police will likewise be equal to tlieir 
task, and will remember President 
Oarnot during the Czar's visit. 

The Daily News prints the rumor 
that Tynan will turn informer, and aug- 
geats that this explains his long immu- 
nity from arrest, and also Le Caron's 
assertion that Tynan was in the Govern- 
ment's Secret Service. 

The Standard's Paris correspondent 
claims to be able to state that the French 
government has received no application 
Ircm England for the extradition of 
Tynan. The correspondent also reports 
that Le Temps claims to know that the 
plots are Fenian, and in no way aimed 
against the Czar. 

The Times scouts the idea that the 
anarchists of liurojje are leagued with 
Tynan, 

A Boulogne despatch to the Times 
says that Tynan wore a scapula and 
rosary when he was captured. 

Wasiiinuton, Sept. 17. — The state de- 
partment have been advised that Tynan, 
alleged to be the famous "No. 1 " of the 
Phcenix Park tragedy, now under arrest 
at Boulogne, has appealed to Ambassa- 
dor EuBtis, claiming exemption from 
surrender to the British authori- 
ties bv reason of bis American 
citizensbip. The ofScials of the 
state department decline to say in 
advance what action would be taken in 
such case, but the practice in the past 
has been to avoid interference and per- 
mit the surrender, presuming that tlie 
proceedings are in accordance with the 
usual legal code of the two countries. 
American citizenship cannot be set up 
to prevent the extradition of a person 
arrested in one country for a crime com- 
mitted in another. The authorities on 
extradition show that France has always 
asserted a right to surrender fugitives of 
a third country without seeking its con- 
Bent, BO the prospects for successful in- 
tervention in behalf of Tynan are small. 

iSan FkancisCo, Sept. 17.— John T. 
Tynan, a brother of the man arrested at 
Boulogne on Sunday as the famous "No. 
1" of the Phoenix Park tragedy in 
Dublin in 188L', was surprised when he 
read in the papers of the arrest of his 
brother. Ho had supposed that he was 
in N«w York city, wtiere his lust letter 
was dated some months ago. 1'yiiaii is 
at present employeil as a bartender. On 
being interviewed last night ho said ho 
tliought the report o( liia brother's arrest 
"Tfas incorrect. " It was not above six 
months ago," said he, " that I received 
a letter from my brother, who was then 
&t Washington Heights, near Brooklyn. 
He outlined some of his plana to me 
then, and I am coniident that ho cannot 
have been implicated in any such plot. 
"The Scotland Yard people have circu- 
lated doaens of talae reports aix)ut my 
brother. Whenever any such scheme 
as this is brought to light my brother is 
sure to be impli. ated in it by the British 
detectives. I believe he is innocent." 

Ka.nma.s Orrv, Sept. 17. — Aci:ording to 
a local paper, the arrest of Tynan and 
Kearney ia a verification of the state- 
ment made years ago by Capt. Thomas 
Phelan, of Ihia city, tliat the two noted 
prisoners wero inenibera of an Irish 
dynamite piopagaiuia which had head- 
quarters in this country. I'helan was 
the first man, it is said, to mention the 
name of Kearney as an active dynamite 
fulminator, and nearly paid with his life 
for giving out this information, and for 
the ehargfl'that O'Donovan Rossa was a 
traitor. Capt. Phelan, who is a broad 
Bwordsmian of notCi was at the time a 
city ofHoial in EanisaB City. He 
went to New York- at the time 
of the Ketiian excitement, and 
finally to Europe, in search of informa- 
tion relative to the movements of the 
men connected with the plots then ex- 



isting. He became acquainted with 
Kearney, and to him Kearney told of his 
intention to place an infernal machine 
on the Atlantic steamer Queen, set to 
explode two hours after the steamer 
should reach' Liverpool, Phelan con tid- 
ed the information to the Queen's olfi- 
cials, and later told of the occurrence to 
a Ne\T York paperand im plicated Rossa. 
L'luH intei viuw, tin; giriiii: awayof Kear- 
ney's iiaiiu; uikI the implied charge of 
traitor a'.;:uiisi. li'issa was wiiat caused 
Phehtn's attempteil assassination in New 
York city hitur. 

Patrick J. Tynan, or "No. 1 ," as he baa 
called himself, Inis lived in Now York 
and its environs since 1883. He came to 
the United States early in 1SS3 and se- 
cured employment aa a reporter, work- 
ing on several papers. He also gave con- 
sideralilo attention to American politics. 
He was a stump speaker during the pres- 
idential campaign of 1888, and made a 
tour of the South in the interest of Gen- 
eral HaryiBon, Through the influence 
of the late James G. Blaine he was ap- 
pointed to a position in the apprais- 
er's office during Preasdeiit Harri- 
son's administration, resigning soon 
aiter the iniuignratioii of Cleveland. 

Tynan's book, entitled "The Irish 
Nalionul Invincibles and Their Times," 
was published in IS'Jl. This book pur- 
ported to bi^ a true history of the Plueiiix 
Park nuirders, Tynan gave the names 
of miiiiy per.suns ll.eii living as acces- 
sories to the crime. He also tried to 
implicate Parnell, who was then dead, 
witli tlie doiuL'S of the Irish Invincibles. 
The book and its author were- denoniice( 
by the various Irish societies. Some 
prtriots went so far as to say tliat Tynan 
received a money consideration for his 
only literary production. Tynan was 
regarded as too anxious to pose as " No. 
1," and not a few openly avuw that he 
had nothing whatever to do with the 
Phamix Park murders. They argne that 
be is too anxious to talk to he trusted 
with a secret mission. 

Tynan lived with friends in a hand- 
some home in Aufiubon Park, N.Y. He 
went away from home ostensibly to ar- 
range the details of a division of some 
l)roperty that was left to his mother and 
liuiiself by his brother. Father -laH. 
Tynan, a priest at Valparaiso. P. J. 
Tynan said tliat his share of the prop- 
erty would be in the neighborhood of 
$'.'0',0()0. In order to secure this he said 
it was necessary for him to visit Val- 
paraiso. His wife beard nothing fur- 
ther of his movements or whereabouts 
until the cable announcing his airest. 

Tynan has a family of eight children, 
two sons and six daugliters. His eldest 
son, Ilrandon Tynan, is an actor. He 
has played minor parts in one of Froh- 
man's companies. He is now in London 
witli one of his sisters, Tynan, before 
he left this country, said that he was 
going to stump the South for McKinley 
and Hobart. An attempt was made to 
extradite Tynan from this country in 
l.'^S3, but refused. Before ho came to 
tills country Tynan was a commercial 
traveller, and in that capacity travelled 
all over Europe. 

TROUBLES OP SPAIN. 

The Carlists Again in Evidence and Aug- 
menting llie Bifnculties of tlie 
Government. 

Madrid, Sept. 17.— Spain may soon 
liave to face the moat serious internal 
troubles, as well as the uprisings in 
Cuba, the Phillipine Islands, and possi- 
bly Porto liico. The Carlist deputies 
early during the present month took a 
determined stand against the adoption 
of a bill iiroviding subsidies for Spanish 
railroads. They claimed that the money 
might bo better employed in Cuba and 
elsewhere, prottstea against the whole 
policy of the government, financial and 
political, and placed themselves on rec- 
ord before the people as opposed to all 
the ills complained of by the sufl'ering 
masses in Spain. 

Later, when the railroad sub.sidies were 
adopted the Carlist deputiea withdrew 
in a body from the chamber. The gov- 
ernment were eagerly uueslioned in the 
lobbies and elsewhere as to the probaljlc 
attitude of the CarliBl masses, and the 
deputies did not hesitate to say that they 
could not guarantee that their adherents 
111 Catalonia, Navarre and elsewhere 
would not take to the mountains to raise 
the standard of Don Carlos. One Car- 
list deputy, Senor Sanz, openly proclaim- 
ed that the direction of the Carlists 
would soon pass into the bands of their 
military leaders, adding that the Carlists 
were perfectly organizeil in almost every 
province, and were i)repared to take ad- 
vantage of any o|jj)orlunity to take the 
field in support of Don Carlos de Bour- 
bon, Duke of .Madrid, whoclaims to be 
the rightful heir to the throne. 

Utiier Carlist tleputies publicly ad- 
mitted that they relireil from llie cham- 
ber in order to avoid any respoiiBibiliti' 
for the disasters they foresaw arising as 
a result of the government's policy , while 
secret instructions were sent by Marquis 
Oeralbo, the principal ligeiit of the pre- 
tender, to the Carlist organization 
tliroughout Spain, notifying them to 
prejiaro for a call to arms in case of a 
good ojiportunity for re-asserting the 
rights of Don Carlo by force of arms. 
The Marquis Carbin, who exposed tUt: 
municipal corruption at Madrid, and 
who was waylaid and nearly killed for 
bis trouble, wrote, protesting against 
sending further reinforcements to Culia, 
aa it might be the signal for grave evenl.s 
and serious international struggles. 

To cap the climax the Carl ist deputies 
sisucd a manifesto exjdaiiiing and <le- 
foiidiiig llieir action in leaving the cham- 
ber and declaring that iheir leailer would 
decide when the projier moment arriveu 
to rcBpoiid to the call of the nation which 
would summon them to save it. The 
manifesto also placed the Carlists on 
record as supporting the supremacy of 
the church and throne, and of a parlia- 
ment representing all classes, also advo- 
cating the freedom of the province in 
administrative and financial matters. 
CJiidcr ordinary circumstances, if tlie 
Spanish government had been hands 
free, these niiinifeatations could have 
been followed by rejiressive mca'uires, 
including probably the arrest of the de- 
fiant Carlist deputies. In fad it ia said 
tills was what the Carliat.s were antici- 
pating. It might have so aroused the 
people that an insurrection through 
Spain would have followed. 

Contrary to expectations, however, 
Premier Senor Canovas De! Castillo, the 
minister of foreign all'aira, the Duke of 
Tetan, and, it is said, the Queen Re- 
gent, claimed nut to regard the attitude 
of the Oarlista in a serious light, staling 
through several semi-odicial sources that 
the government was confident that the 
Pope, the cler;iy generally, and the 
house of Austria would bring greater

In making currant jelly caro.uiust be 
taken not to have the fruit too ripe, or 
it will aot form jelly readily. Free the 
cnrrnnts from leaves nnd stem.< 'Put 
tbeni in a porcidain lined kettle and 
mash part of tlu^ I'ruit, so that they will 
quickly form a juice and not burn so 
readily. Cover and heat slowly. When 
tho fruit becomes soft, pour the hot cur- 
rants in a colander or coarse sieve and 
pour out as iiuieli of tho juico as passi- 
ble. Turn till! juice into ii jelly bag and 
strain. INIoasurc and return to tho pro-

liteainvhilo i)laco in pans as niany 
pounds of granulated sugar as there are 
pints of juice. Place tho pans in the 
oven and allow tho sugar to become 
heated. Stir it frequently, taking oai'c 
that it does not brown, 'When tho juice 
has boiled 20 minutes add'tlio hot .sugar, 
wliich will make a hissing sound as ir 
goes in. Stir until tho sugar is dissolved 
and tho juice is again clear.

Free Coinage Impossible to 
Practical Sense ami Honor 
of the Nation.

Henry Clews, in his New York cir- 
cular dated September 12, says: 

The various intcreatB ceutrin.!; at Wall 
street continuo to show the symptoms o' 
a recovery of conluleiice which have be- 
come steadily more apparent for two or 
three weeks past. On the one haml, the 
conviction has gained ground that an 
unnecessary intensity of alarm !ian been 
encouraged Ijy takint; the <,'raveHt ]>os- 
sibilities of tiie Hitiiution at their worst 
and making insullicieiit allowaiico for 
the counteractions and preventions 
whiJh a ^rreat public danger 
always be^'els ; ami, on the 
other, the aliapinj; and drift of 
political forces are comstnied as so di rect- 
ly in favor of tbi? aHceiulaiice of a aound 
money policy that the election ia looked 
to as ending the dantera of the silver 
mania and introducing a new era of con- 
fidence and of national prosperity. (.lon- 
currently with these assuring tendencies 
has cotne an influx of gold from Europe 
which has enabled the uanks to volun- 
tarily increase the gold in the TreaBnr\' 
and, at the same time, has warded oil' a 
threatened stringency in money from 
which .serious resiilta were, two or three 
■weeks ago, appreiiended. 

The banks, eoii.seiiiiently , are ahowinj; 
more disposition to lend ; and the dis- 
tresB caiiped in t'onnnereial circles 
through the ihiiii uity in procuring dis- 
counts is ateadily aliatiiig. Une gratify- 
ing feature in the (iisconut market is the 
comparative aliHenre of any distrust 
among the l)ankB aljout the commercial 
situation. The fat;t that merchants have 
so well withstood the strain upon credit 
for 80 long a period ia regarded aa evi- 
dence of the general soundness of the 
mercantile situation ; and where any 
curtailment of diBcouats ia apparent, it 
is more due to the banks not having yet 
been able to restore their reduced re- 
serves than to any misgivings aljoiit the 
safety of borrowers. As the gold im- 
ports increase, this cause of restriction 
of credit must, lujwevor, disappear. 

These are all solid iiiiprovemeiila in 
the fiiluation. They imply a reiU chaiH;e 
in the public estimiite of the chances of 
an extinction of tlie silver danger. They 
show that judgment and calm discretion 
have liaineci the asceniliuicy over an un- 
discriminating public fright. They arc 
evidences that a point has been reaeiied 
at which people underBtand that while 
free coinage, if it were enacted, would be 
a catastrophe beyond all estimate, yet 
the thing is an impossibility to the prac- 
tical common sense, the honor and the 
native conservatism of a majority of the 
American peo-jle. 

Present conditions and the prospects 
from now until the November election 
may be reasonably construed as war- 
ranting judicious Heleiitiona of bomla and 
of stable Btocks for investment. Ho far 
as respects transient purchases for a 
profit on (luctuatioiia in prices, buyinji 
would appear to bavo the advantage 
over selling; but the margins should 
bo ample and good jirolita should 
bo accepted. After the election, if we 
may not hope for bo conipleto a recon- 
struction of financial conditions as may 
secni desirable- (for much must depend 
on the composition of the house and 
moreon the attitude of a refractory Sen- 
ate)— yet a great revival of confidence 
may bo reasonably looked for; so that 
investments made between now and the 
day of election will be almost sure to 
yield a hich rate of rcinuiieration. 



HONESTY AND ECOiNOllY. 

What Has Been Wroiisjlit in Quebec by n 
Kcw ^ears of Straiglitforward 
Administration. 

(From the Mnil-Uiiipire.) 
Conservative rule has nuule n new 
province ot iiiiebec. Wonderful has 
been the change wrought in that pro- 
vince hy a lew year.s of honesty, econ- 
omy, aiid fostering policy in the admin- 
istration of its allaira. Its linanceB, 
which live yeara ago were in a condition 
well-iii^'li "liopelea.=i, have been nur.sed 
iiiit of danger; its credit has been lifted 
fruiii the lowest to almost the highest 
ration; the jiroductive enert;iea of its 
people have been freed from the shackles 
of old ideas and primitive methods, with 
the result that they have shown an out- 
burst of agricultural activity scarcely 
eijualled in any other part of the coun- 
try. 

Instead of the huge deficits of 1891 and 
ISiri, the ordinary revenue of tlie lust 
two veara Ims exceeded the ordinarv ex- 
penditure Ijy a eoiisidiu'alile surplus, 
tliat lor the last liscal year beiiis.' ali >\\\ 
.fJL'D.Ollil. 'I'lie eontnilialile expenditure 
haa been binii^'ht liown from ^.'l.TOl , l-lti 
in lii',ll to .■f_',r)l-i,7o;i in bSlKl, At the 
same time the Taillon governiiicnl 
spared liberally of its income to devchi]) 
Ib.e faraiing and other natural imliistries 
hv assisting! tiie spread ol agricult uial 
edncatiim, liy bounties on dairy pro- 
duce, aiui by I'urtheriiiK the U'ork of 
ciilonization and imuiigratioii, (.)! the 
jiidiciouB outlay on this account the 
province ia reaping the fruits from its 
expanded and improved agriculture. 

Last spring the government floated a 
■I [ler cent, forty-year loan on the Lon- 
don market to the amount of £620,000 
The price realized was 105, making 
the interest slightly above H'.J' per cent. 
Two years ago the best otl'er made for 
a i,iaehec -1 [ler cent, loan waa tts. This 
latest loan allows a coiisiilerable rife in 
the credit of the province, even in a 
perioil when its liiiances were on safe 
ground. Tlie £(120,000 thiia borrowed 
ailda nothing to the liabilities of ljuebeir. 
It was used to pay till' her other liabili- 
tiea, part of it beinir applied to the con- 
version of n. portion of the funded debt, 
and part of it to the payment of railway 
sulisidies previously undertaken and the 
repayment of railway guarantee deposits 
wbicli had been squandered by Mercier. 

In these circumstances the well-nigh 
bankrtipt province turned to the Con- 
servative party. Its affairs were taken 
in hand by the De Bouoherville govern- 
ment and afterwards by that of Mr. 
Taillon. The latter entered the Domin- 
ion government last Hj)ring ami was 
siiceeeilei.l Ijy .Mr. l-'lynn, who had jjre- 
viously been at the head of the Crown 
Lands depiutnieiit. The policy of re- 
trenchment and recuperation laid down 
at the cominencenient of the Conserva- 
tive regime has been followed through 
nil the cliaiiges in government. In hia 
sjieecli at St ,Jean Port Joli the other 
afternoon, Mr. Klinn showed that he 
was working on the lines of his prede- 
cessor, Mr. Taillon. Agriculture and 
(•jloiii/.iUion are still to be assisted ; the 
policy of liiiBbanding tiie crown lands, 
which has yielded a steadily iuereaSing 
income while preserving the estate, is to 
he continued ; the railway policy is to be 
kept up, BO far aa past engagements are 
concerned i more help is to be given to 
ed u (rat ion. 

When in ISll'i the province waa res- 
sued from that politician it was little 
better than a liiKincial wreck. lie had 
" [dunged '' I in tlie Lloiiiinioii electiiiiis 
in the previous yei'.r, and lost all the 
funds entrusted to his keeping in the 
effort to secure the triuiiipli of the Lib- 
eral party. If that |)arty bad won, (.jui^- 
hec waa to have got back the money its 
Premier had gambled away in the spec- 
ulative business of (rorrnpting its voters. 
But all the money buent in the ellbrt to 
eh i;t .Mr. Laurier was sunk. The Lib- 
eral party, which was to have paid it 
back in the form of an increased Dom- 
inion Buhaidy, did not reach the treas- 
ury benches, and its leader was there- 
fore unable to implement his election 
lironiiBes. 

Last year the financial situation had 
become autficiimtly easy to allow of the 
abolition of the direct taxes on certain 
persona and maiiuf.icturini; and tradiii'.; 
licenses. This lightens the public bur- 
den Ijy about ^1 10,1)00. Now Mr. Flynn 
ia able to [iromise that the tax on the 
transfer of real estate will be dropped as 
a source of revenue aa soon as the legis- 
lature meets. This means a further re- 
duction of about .1; 18,"),000 in the load of 
provincial ta <at ion. 

To restore the abattered finances a 
somewhat severe regimen had to be pre- 
acribeil by the Taillon Administration, 
and for this purpose these taxes now 
remitted were created, t^uebec's for- 
tunes have been materially repaired 
since it passed from under the control 
of M r. Mercier, The associates and po- 
litical heirs of that leader will make a 
ih'siierate effort to get poasesaion of the 
province agai n at next election, and they 
will have all the assistance that .\lr. 
Laurier, the friend of .Mr. Mercier, can 
yive them. Their success wonhl reduci! 
the government, the public service, and 
probably the treasury of the province, to 
mere engines for tlu; machinery of the 
Liberal party hjr the Dominion, tjuehec 
has been in that position before, and if 
it is capable of learning by exjjerience, 
it will not be dragged into it again.

THE SEALING QUESTION. 

sir Cbarles Tupper DUcusses the Subject In 
ttae Natiottal Review. 

(From the Cauadian Qazotte.) 

"Crocodile Tears aad Fur Seals" ia 
the title of a paper which Sir C. Hibbert 
Tapper contrilnites to the new number 
of the National Review. As minister of 
marine and fisheries in the Dominion 
caljiiiet when the Uehring Sea (| uestion 
reached its acute stage, and as JJritish 
agent at the international arbitration in 
Paris, Sir Hibbert is well equipped to 
state the Canadian case in this recurring 
dispute. We had almost written the 
British case, but it is the chief burden of 
Sir Ilibbert's lament that ignorance and, 
as ho thinks, an undue ileference to 
United States aaaeriions have led Hrit- 
iah niinislers to fall in with tb.e aims of 
" a ring of .\inericaii inonopoiista light- 
iiikj for a r(!iiewal of their monopoly 
fatally tbreatenetl by the Paris award." 
" So long," be savs, " as a sealini: lleel 
can catch over 7U,O0O skins a season, and 
laud them for from ;f,S to.^ilO a skin at 
N'lctoria, Britiah Columbia, it ia clear 
there is no great fortune in aleasewhicli 
allows a few citizens of the United Stales 
to kill 100,000 a year on the Pribylov 
islands upon payuumt of a royalty of 
over $11 a skin." Hence all the talk 
we have heard of late of the fur seal be- 
ing in danger of extermination, of the 
inadeipiacy and injustice to the United 
States of the Paris award, and of the 
surrender by Cireat Britain to the de- 
mands of what a writer lu Harper's calls 
a " little fleet of Kritish North Ameri- 
can Healers," and British inactivity to 
enforce the regulations.'' 

Now, how much truth ia there in all 
tliia talk? and how far is it (iust thrown 
only too succeasfully in the eyes of lirit- 
ish ministers ',' In the first place what 
does this benevolence of the United 
States m the interests of the seals amount 
to',' On this jioint Sir Hibbert replies to 
the writer in Harper's: 

"After asserting that the Unite ^. 
Stales, in its zeal to ))erpetuate the fur 
seal, ia i)rompted by the best interests 
of humanity, and has set its heart upon 
the prevention of cruelty to animals in 
t^eneral, or to seals in particular, and 
will never abandon the effort to prevent 
their extinction, Mr. Nelson proceeds to 
admit that " citizens of the United 
States engaged in ])elagic eealing," He 
pleads as an excuse that others do it! 
" 1 lumanity and good faith demand," he 
tells us, that the horrible •business be 
stopped ; but if not, then, wo are told, in 
effect, the citizens of the republic will 
have free license to " murder and to ra- 
vish." In fact, we learn from this arti- 
cle that Contjresa jiroposes to authorise 
the President to destroy every fur seal 
found on the breeding islandii unless we 
Canadians become humane and agree to 
leave the butchering business to Uncle 
Sam alone 

Canada has, Sir Hibbert maintains, 
lived up to the spirit and letter of the 
Paris award. " The views of Canadian 
peladic hunters are, in fact, shared by 
the citizens of every country which does 
not own islands freipiented by seals, and 
consequently, if the hicts were known, 
the majority of the (leopleot every coun 
try would sui)port the case of Canada 
rather than the greed of a powerful com 
binationof lease-hidders under the Uiii 
ted States government." 

But the United .States apologists urge 
that seals can only be killed on tlie 
islands where they iireed with a jiroper 
regard for tlie preservation of the 
Sjieciea. ■ Not at all, replies Sir Hibbert. 
\ olumea of evidence and official reports 
produced at Paris all show that it is on 
the breeding islands that the greatest 
injury has been done. " Seals have for 
years been sabjected thereto all possible 
cruelty and torture, driven aa they are 
overland to the sorting and killing 
grounds and back to the rookeries — a 
painful and unnatural journey at a iiio 
critical period." Sir 1 1 ibhert proceed 

It is simply riiliculoua to say that a 
few Canadian vessel owners constitute 
the opponents to the inter<^sts of the 
United States. lOvery t.ritiali sulijc 
as well as all others doing business in 
this i)art of the liueen's dominions 
iii'icreated in resislin;; the ingenious at- 
tempt (on behalf of an .American mono 
[loly) to drive Our 'lag oil' the ocean in 
the Northern Paeili( . Hunting the seal 
was enjoyed by the Indians long before 
our flag waved near the Pacific. It is a 
proper and natural opportunity for th 
exhibition and encouragement of British 
pluck and daring— and the attempt to 
interfere with this development on our 
western coast was resented by every man 
in British North America. 

'• The subjects of thi^ fjiieen in Can- 
ada cannot uinUirsI and , " says the ex- 
.Miuister of .dariiie and Kialieriea, " how 
it is that the persistent, ever varying, 
and always unfounded complaints from 
the L'nited Stales have already i)laced so 
many embarrassinu' regulations and re 
strictions in llu; w ay of British industry 
on the Pacilic waters. A review of the 
regulations at Paris and tho action of 
the British government since indicate, 
not onlv an intense desire on the part 
of Kiigland to humor and appease the 
authorities of the United States, but 
show also a grave indiSerence to consid- 
erationa material to the development of 
British interests on tliis continent." 

Pie refers in particular to the cases of 
the Wanderer and the Favorite, where 
the United Slates miule a grossly imjiist 
use of the arrangeineiit made by J'hig 
hiiid. " contrary to Canada's jn-otest," 
by an exchange of notes in LS1)4 for the 
snaliiig up of lishery implements. 

Then do the Paris award and anhse- 
quent agreements really favor the Can- 
adian industry? 

The regulations of Paris practically 
gave to tlie United States an extension 
of her territorial limits in Behring Sea 
from three te sixty miles, while in many 
other respects they irnpoaed new and 
Canadian seal- 
ers. Canadians were prejjared tor 
legishitioft 'on the part of tlu 
two powers to give effect to the leg- 
uliil ions, but it was a matter for aaton- 
iahment when the Imperial act went far 
in advance of tho Paris award. Tho 
penalties are needlessly and unusually 
aovere, anil the concession of the right

As regards 
the business of the year it has been one 
of exceptional difficulty for this bank, 
and for all Canadian banks as recarda 
prolit-raiaing. The dullness of the cur- 
rent traile has been aggravated hy a 
general election andaj)eniling preai- 
(lential election in the United Stales. 
Happily Canada is free from the cur- 
rency troubles of her neighbor, but we 
must not on that account lose sight of 
the fact that the i)rimary cause of the 
depreciation in the United Slates is the 
low prices of her products — of what sin 
has to sell — and that those low prices 
prevail in Canada as elsewhere. While 
I cannot hold out any hopes of a general 
and immediate revival of trade in Can- 
ada, still there are signs of improvement socere restrictions on 
in places— improvements in the meth- ~ 
ods of business. A general stand is be- 
ing made against the ayatem of long 
credits. There ' Is also some re- 
vival in the timber business nn 
the Pacific Coast, ami an excel- 
lent run of salmon for tbecatiiieries; and
